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Market  Report 

by  Tim  LaPointe 


In  December,  most  coin  dealers  begin  winding  down  their  annual 
business.  December  1978  is  no  exception.  Most  dealers  we  Know  are 
already  clearing  up  the  year’s  loose  ends.  Nevertheless,  trading 
remains  active. 

For  example,  at  the  recent  Bay  State  Coin  &  Stamp  Show,  held  at 
the  Hotel  57  here  in  Boston,  consignors  at  New  England  Rare  Coin 
Auctions’  A.J.  Amato  II  Sale  realized  almost  $1,000,000.  Highlights  of 
that  sale  include  an  1892-S  Barber  Quarter  in  Superb  BU  condition 
which  brought  $1,750,  and  a  Canadian  1921  50c  piece  (the  king  of  the 
Canadian  coins)  which  realized  $35,000.  At  the  Commonwealth  Coin 
Show,  held  this  month  in  New  Carrolton,  Maryland,  dealers  alone  spent 
well  over  $100,000  with  us.  Solid  numismatic  activity  like  this  in  the 
“wind  down”  month  of  December  seems  to  indicate  that  1979  will  be  a 
good  year. 

On  the  over-all  market,  gold  bullion  seems  to  have  stabilized  in  the 
mid  $190’s.  It  appears  most  bullion  buyers  are  approaching  the  market 
with  a  wait-and-see  attitude.  However,  the  demand  for  rare  gold  coins 
has  not  abated.  A  few  of  the  rarer  gold  coins  we’ve  sold  here  at  New 


England  in  the  last  month  include  a  Superb  BU  1849  Moffat  &  Company 
$5  piece,  another  Flowing  Hair  Stella,  and  nearly  a  dozen  Choice  and 
Gem  mint  state  High-Relief  Double  Eagles. 

Silver  remains  stable  this  month  at  around  $5.85  per  ounce,  but 
some  types  of  silver  coinage  have  shown  impressive  gains.  For 
instance,  Silver  Dollars  have  once  again  risen  in  almost  all  dates.  The 
1895  Proof  currently  seems  to  be  one  of  the  most  popular  of  all  dollars. 
Silver  Commemorative  Half  Dollars,  which  have  been  showing  steady 
gains  in  the  past  weeks,  seem  to  have  slowed  down  a  little.  Superb  BU 
quality  commemoratives,  however,  are  still  hard  to  find  and  command 
premium  prices. 

The  surprise  of  the  month  is  the  movement  of  Choice  Jefferson 
Nickels.  Meanwhile,  Buffalo  Nickels  have  remained  pretty  much  the 
same  as  last  month  (although  Choice  and  Proof  Buffaloes  are  still 
bringing  high  prices). 

Thanks  for  being  with  us  this  year.  Until  next  month,  have  a  Happy 
Holiday  Season!

The  meaning  of  cash  surrender  values 

You  may  have  a  readily  available  pool  of  cash  to  invest  that  you’re 
not  even  aware  of.  The  pool  is  called  a  “cash  surrender  value”  —  and  if 
you’re  not  using  yours,  you’re  not  taking  advantage  of  what  could  be  an 
ideal  way  of  increasing  your  estate’s  value. 

Cash  surrender  values  (sometimes  called  “loan  values")  are 
essentially  monetary  amounts  attached  to  life  insurance  policies.  They 
indicate  how  much  the  policy  is  worth  should  you  decide  to  borrow 
against  it.  Usually,  the  longer  you  hold  your  policy,  and  the  more 
premiums  you’ve  paid,  the  greater  is  the  amount  listed  as  your  policy’s 
cash  surrender  value. 

In  fact,  this  is  why  many  life  insurance  policyholders  prefer  not  to 
use  the  money  in  their  cash  surrender  values  as  investment  capital. 
These  policyholders  have  been  told  that  their  cash  surrender  value  is 
like  “an  extra  savings  account.”  Each  time  they  pay  a  premium,  their 
cash  surrender  value  increases  —  so  the  policyholders  feel  as  if  they’re 
depositing  money  in  a  “bank  account.”  To  disturb  the  account  by 
borrowing  this  money  would  be  unwise. 

Or  would  it? 

As  financial  planner  Venita  Van  Caspel  says  in  her  book,  The  New 
Money  Dynamics,  it’s  never  wise  to  “  ‘bank’  with  an  insurance  company 
under  conditions  you  would  not  accept  with  your  bank.”  The  fact  of  the 
matter  is  that  most  cash  surrender  values  are  very  poor  “bank 
accounts.”  Some  insurance  companies  don’t  even  award  interest  on 
cash  surrender  values.  And  of  the  companies  that  do  award  interest, 
most  award  it  at  an  extremely  low  rate. 

Moreover,  unlike  money  in  your  bank  account,  the  money  repre¬ 
sented  by  your  cash  surrender  value  does  not  belong  to  you.  This 
money  actually  belongs  to  the  insurance  company.  Many  life  insurance 
policyholders  don’t  realize  this.  Usually,  these  are  policyholders  who 
haven’t  studied  their  policies  carefully  enough.  In  checking  your  own 
policy,  you’ll  find  that  there’s  no  provision  entitling  you  to  company 
reserves  —  which  is  exactly  what  cash  surrender  values  are.  Cash 
surrender  values,  as  company  reserves,  exist  to  reduce  the  insurance 
company’s  risk  as  the  policyholder  ages.  Therefore,  the  only  money 
that  really  belongs  to  the  policyholder  is  the  policy’s  death-benefit 
value. 

Would  youdeposit  cash  in  a  real  bank  if  (1)  the  bank  paid  you  little 
or  no  interest  and  (2)  the  bank  owned  your  money? 

Putting  your  cash  surrender  value  to  work 

You  can  see,  then,  that  the  money  sitting  in  your  cash  surrender 
value  is  practically  worthless  to  the  policyholder  —  unless  the  policy¬ 
holder  takes  advantage  of  his/her  right  to  borrow  this  money. 

Let’s  look  at  a  simple  example.  We’ll  imagine  that  you’re  insured 
for  $100,000.  Your  policy’s  cash  surrender  value  is  currently  $10,000. 
And  you  know  that  your  insurance  company  charges  6%  on  cash 
surrender  value  loans.  (This  is  not  an  unusual  rate.  Loans  against  cash 
surrender  values  normally  cost  the  policyholder  from  4%  to  8%.)  Let’s 
see  what  your  policy  would  contribute  to  your  estate  in  ten  years  if  (1) 
you  decline  to  invest  your  cash  surrender  value  and  (2)  if  you  take 
advantage  of  your  right  to  borrow  that  sum  and  place  it  in  a  investment 
yielding,  say,  10%  per  year.

In  this  example,  we  see  that  the  option  of  borrowing  your  cash 
surrender  value  nets  you  (before  capital  gains  tax)  about  $9,000  more 
than  the  option  of  doing  nothing.*  In  short,  your  cash  surrender  value 
has  worked  for  you  because  you  made  it  do  so.  Sitting  back  and  doing 
nothing  with  your  cash  surrender  value  will  yield  just  that:  nothing. 


Cash  surrender  value  loans  vs.  bank  loans 

Not  only  are  cash  surrender  value  loans  good  as  a  general  proposi¬ 
tion  (i.e.  it's  better  to  have  your  cash  surrender  value  working  for  you 
than  just  sitting  in  your  insurance  company's  hands),  they’re  also 
attractive  when  compared  to  bank  loans.  Compared  to  banks, 
insurance  companies  charge  very  little  for  loans.  While  banks  usually 
charge  from  10%  to  15%,  insurance  companies  normally  charge 
anywhere  from  4%  to  8%.  This  can  mean  extra  profits  for  you  if  you 
use  cash  surrender  value  loans  rather  than  bank  loans  for  investing. 

To  illustrate  this  point,  let’s  say  that  you've  found  an  investment 
that  pays  15%  per  year  and  you  want  to  place  $10,000  in  it.  And,  to  be 
conservative,  let’s  use  the  “maximum”  interest  charge  on  a  cash 
surrender  value  loan  and  the  “minimum”  charge  on  a  bank  loan. 
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Example  II 

Profit  from  a  1 5%  investment  using  a

Therefore,  even  in  the  unlikely  event  that  your  insurance  company 
charges  a  high  rate  of  interest  for  cash  surrender  value  loans,  and  your 
bank  charges  a  low  rate  for  their  loans,  using  a  cash  surrender  value 
loan  would  still  be  like  putting  an  extra  $2,000  in  your  pocket. 

A  caution 

In  sum,  borrowing  your  cash  surrender  value  for  investment 
purposes  can  be  a  wise  move.  However,  before  borrowing,  check  into 
one  very  important  detail.  Interest  rates  on  cash  surrender  value  loans 
do  vary  from  one  insurance  company  to  the  next.  The  figures  used  in 
the  previous  examples  were  only  averages.  Before  deciding  to  borrow 
your  cash  surrender  value,  examine  your  insurance  company’s  interest 
rates.  Make  sure  that  those  rates  are  substantially  less  than  the  growth 
you  expect  your  investment  to  yield.  There’s  no  sense  borrowing  your 
cash  surrender  value  at  6%  if  your  investment  won’t  earn  you  at  least 
7%.  If  you  keep  this  caution-  in  mind,  borrowing  and  investing  your  life 
insurance  policy’s  cash  surrender  value  can  be  an  excellent  way  to 
increase  the  value  of  your  estate. 


*  For  purposes  of  clarity,  there  is  one  step  we’ve  left  out  of  our  example.  Each  time 
you  borrow  money  against  your  insurance  policy,  your  death  benefit  is  reduced  by 
the  amount  you  borrow.  Therefore,  if  you  borrow  $10,000  against  your  $100,000 
policy,  your  new  death  benefit  would  only  be  $90,000.  However,  once  you’ve  paid 
back  your  loan  (which  we  assume  you’ve  done  at  the  end  of  10  years  in  our 
example),  the  death  benefit  would  go  back  up  to  $100,000.  Therefore,  the  net 
effect  is  as  if  your  death  benefit  remained  at  $100,000.

I  have  a  type  set  collection  of  coins.  What  is  the  best  way  to  store 
them?  Would  you  recommend  plastic  airtight  containers  (chemically 
treated)  to  avoid  tarnish?  How  safe  are  the  flip  top  holders  that  most 
coins  are  sent  in?  —  C.P.,  Tupper  Lake,  NY 

Different  numismatists  will  give  you  varying  opinions  on  what  they 
consider  to  be  the  “best”  method  of  preserving  a  type  set.  Our 
recommendation  is  that  you  purchase  a  plastic  Capital  Holder  from 
Capital  Plastics,  Inc.  These  holders  are  made  of  two  thick,  durable 
pieces  of  plastic  which,  when  screwed  together,  seal  out  humidity. 
However,  before  buying  from  Capital,  we  suggest  you  study  their 
catalog.  Some  type  set  holders  may  not  fit  in  conventional  safe  deposit 
boxes.  Therefore,  you  might  want  to  purchase  the  smaller  size  holders 
for  individual  coins.  These  usually  measure  2"  x  2"  and  are  easily 
placed  in  any  safe  deposit  box.  A  copy  of  Capital’s  catalog  can  be  had 
by  sending  35c  to:  Capital  Plastics,  Inc.,  Box  543,  Massilon,  Ohio  44646. 

Plastic  flips  also  provide  good  protection  for  your  coins.  However, 
they  aren  t  as  effective  as  Capital  Holders.  But,  if  you  place  these  flips 
in  a  cool,  dry  storage  area,  you  should  have  little  to  be  concerned 
about  For  extra  protection,  you  may  want  to  store  some  silica  gel 
packets  along  with  the  flips.  Silica  gel  will  absorb  moisture  and  help 
keep  your  coins  tarnish-free.  Additionally,  make  sure  that  your  flips  are 
composed  of  dry,  non-greasy  plastic  —  like  the  flips  we  use  at  New 
England  Such  flips  can  be  ordered  from:  Madison  Coin  Box,  34  Lincoln 
Place,  Madison,  N.J.  07940. 


Colonial  coin  designs  shifted  from  Willow  Tree  to  Oak  Tree  to  Pines 
pretty  rapidly.  I’ve  always  had  a  theory  about  that.  These  design 
changes  could  have  symbolized  the  colonies'  growth.  Do  you  have  any 
facts  that  back  me  up?  —  G.R.,  New  York,  NY 

None,  unfortunately.  Our  sources  point  to  more  practical  reasons  for 
these  design  changes.  In  fact,  throughout  the  entire  history  of  colonial 
coinage,  practicality  seems  to  have  been  the  primary  mother  of 
invention. 

For  example,  the  first  colonial  tree  design,  the  Willow  Tree,  was 
created  for  the  most  practical  reason  to  all:  to  prevent  counterfeiting 
and  clipping.  Prior  to  the  Willow  Tree,  the  colonies'  only  coinage  (i.e. 
the  only  coinage  struck  in  the  colonies  for  the  colonies)  had  been  the 
New  England  or  “NE”  series.  The  NE  design  was  so  simple  that 
counterfeiting  and  clipping  soon  became  commonplace.  The  Willow 
Tree  (or  Palmetto  Tree,  as  it  was  then  called)  series  was  an  attempt  to 
create  a  more  complex  coin. 

However,  the  Willow  Tree  design  soon  created  its  own  problems. 
Colonists  complained  that  the  Willow  looked  more  like  a  scrawny  bush 
than  a  sturdy  tree.  More  important,  the  Willow  Tree  series  was 
apparently  struck  using  a  sledge  hammer  (in  the  tradition  of  early 
English  coinage).  This  allowed  the  planchet  to  turn  while  being  struck, 
creating  multiple  design  images. 

The  Oak  Tree  series  was  designed  to  resolve  these  problems.  Its 
obverse  featured  a  tree  with  a  strong,  sturdy  trunk.  Moreover,  Oak  Tree 
coinage  was  minted  using  a  screw  press.  This  prevented  planchets 
from  turning  during  the  minting  process  and  resulted  in  clearly 
defined,  single  images.  Yet,  the  Oak  Tree  was  also  problematic  in  that 
it  was  not  an  easy  design  for  die  engravers  to  prepare.  This  probably 
accounts  for  the  transition  to  the  Pine  Tree  series.  The  Pine  Tree 
design  was  more  symmetrical  than  the  Oak.  Thus,  engravers  were 
finally  able  to  produce  coins  efficiently  and  quickly.

Should 
we  adopt  it,  we  think  that  you,  our  customers,  will  benefit 
in  two  important  ways.  First,  you’ll  have  an  easier  time 


identifying  the  quality  of  various  coins  in  our  inventory 
list  because  the  A.N.A.  terminology  is  so  easy  to 
memorize.  (There  are  only  11  letter  classifications  in  the 
A.N.A.  system  while  there  are  over  15  in  our  present 
terminology.)  Second,  since  we’re  certain  that  the 
A.N.A.’s  terminology  will  soon  be  adopted  by  virtually  the 
entire  industry,  New  England’s  use  of  these  terms  will 
make  it  easier  for  you  to  compare  our  high  grading 
standards  with  the  standards  of  other  firms. 

After  studying  the  list  below,  we  hope  you’ll  take  a 
moment  to  fill  out  the  enclosed  reply  card  and  let  us 
know  whether  you  approve  of  our  proposed  change.  Until 
we  complete  our  survey,  we  suggest  that  you  keep  the 
following  list.  Should  the  reaction  to  New  England’s 
proposed  change  be  favorable,  this  list  will  be  an 
invaluable  reference.
